Consider un* thing: the liver 
nnd the bile ducts. When surgeon: 
began to operate on this part of 
the anatomy, which was about the 
early UDN of th* last century, 
they immediately announced to 
the medical world, on the basis of 
their operative experience, that a 
great many cases of chronic dys­ 
pepsia that had been so treated 
for many years were relieved 
when gall atones were removed or 
when the gall bladder was drained 
or removed. 
Nor is it surprising that these 
conditions should be very common. 
The anatomy of the body is so 
arranged that all of the material 
absorbed from the intestines go_s 
up through the portal vein to the 
liver. So since a great deal of this 
material is poisonous, one of the 
chief functions of the liver is that 
of detoxification. 
It really stands as a guardian 
for the rest of the body and emp­ 
ties that material which comes 
from the intestines of its poi.*on- 
ous qualities.
